We spend much time go- 
ing over labels, checking up among each group of plants to 
make certain that none are mixed, and if any doubt arises 
as to the trueness of any name, we make every effort to 
have the proper name identified. All of this to make certain 
that properly named plants are supplied with each order. 
Should any prove untrue to name, we will do our best to 
correct the error. 


QUALITY OF PLANTS. At all times we try to select 
plants that meet the customer’s expectation. There are oc- 
casions when we are compelled to supply plants slightly 
under grade only because stock is limited and selections had 
been made previously. We always try to select a very 
satisfactory grade. 


SELECTION OF PLANTS MADE BY THE CUSTOMER 
in our nurseries, will be charged for according to the quality 
of the plant selected. We have many specimen plants in many 
sizes, and these can even be super-specimen grade. 


IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO GUARANTEE THE LIFE of any 
plant we do not have such control. When plants leave us we 
have no way of knowing the treatment they will receive. 
Then too, some plants which are perfectly hardy here in our 
nurseries, may not be perfectly hardy where the winter may 
be different from here. Over this, again we have no control. 
We make many tests to prove hardiness, especially among the 
rarer plants, but it is possible that those that prove perfectly 
hardy for us, may not survive when planted some other place. 
Drought often causes death to plants and we cannot guaran- 
tee against this. 


BREAKAGE ENROUTE TO CUSTOMER. Once we have 
delivered shipment to Express Agent, any damage that may 
occur should be taken up with the Express Agent from whom 
you receive shipment. He will immediately file your claim for 
damages which occur while in transit. 


A CHARGE MUST BE MADE for boxing and crating balled 
and burlapped plants. This charge is made at cost. Due to 
high cost of labor and material, we cannot consume this cost 
without a loss on the sale of goods. There will be no over- 
charge, only the cost of labor and material used.

Most all of the Kurume azaleas are hose-in-hose, or 
‘flower inside of flower.’’ They are all free flowering and 
display a very handsome array of flowers in spring. 
Clipping back the tips of new growth in early June will 
help them to develop very full plants with many more 
flowers the following spring.

GLENN DALE HYBRIDS 


Originated by B. Y. Morrison, 
Glenndale, Maryland 


Glenn Dale Azaleas have created an interest and demand 
throughout the country, second to no other group of 
Azaleas in the entire world. Those who have seen them 
in flower have expressed surprise, even to state of ecstasy, 
because of the beauty found in this large group of Azaleas. 
They range in shades and colors that meet with every 
taste and desire, which makes it possible to select, not at 
random, but exactly what you need and want. Some are 
with flowers that are duplex (two rows of flower petals), 
' while few are even with three rows of petals, and others 
are those that we call single flowers. They range in 
various sizes of flowers, even up to 4% in. wide, while 
many are 2 to 3 in. wide flowers. The plants are ever- 
green, holding all, or at least most of the leaves durin 
winter, and will grow ultimately from 214 fet. high to 12-1 
ft. high. Widths are in proportion, making it possible 
also to select for a small area or a very large open space. 
Too much cannot be said about these handsome Azaleas, 
and only when you see them can one appreciate ‘‘they are 
different among Azaleas.’’

ABBOT (PI 160069). Very vigorous, erect to wide spreading 
to 5 feet. Leaves small, lanceolate, dark green. Flowers 
from 1 to 4 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, of very beauti- 
ful form like that of the so-called ‘‘Belgian’’ azaleas, 
Rose Color, slightly paler at base of tube, very few dots 
pe Tyrian Rose, margins of lobes undulate. Late April.

ACME (PI 160141). Erect with ascending branches, eventu- 
ally forming a broad crown, to 6 or 7 feet. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. 
across, fine form, at center Pale Rosolane Purple 
gradually darkening to Rose Color, near margins. Dots 
of blotch numerous but not conspicuous. Late April. 


ABC. 

ACROBAT (PI 163879). Broad spreading habit, but per- 
haps to 4 feet, very dense and twiggy. Leaves dark 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% in. across, white 
heavily sanded, few stripes of Mallow Purple. Mid- to 
late May. ABC. 

ADORABLE (PI 163765). Somewhat spreading to 5 feet. 
Leaves medium green, somewhat hairy. Flowers usually 
3 to 4 in head, 3 to 3% in. across, slightly darker than 
Phlox Pink, blotch heavy, of fine dots of Tyrian Rose. 
Mid-May. ABC. , , 

ADVANCE (PI 163876). Bush habit, dense and twiggy, but 
probably making up to 5 feet in time. Leaves dark 
green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, between 
Tyrian Rose and Rose Red. Very floriferous. Mid-May.

AFTERGLOW (PI 160100). Strong, rather erect, growing 
to 7 feet. Leaves medium green, not very large, with 
rounded tips. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 1% to 2 in. 
across, Mallow Purple with large blotch of Tyrian Rose 
dots that appear only as dark shading in flower. Base 
of tube is a little lighter, with suggestion of orange on 
outer surfaces. Late April. ABC. 
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ALABASTER (PI 141770). Broad spreading habit to about 
5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, often 
grouped, 2 to 2% in. across, irregularly hose-in-hose, 
white with very few flakes of Spinel Pink. Garden effect 
white. Mid-April, early May. BC. 

ALADDIN (PI 160126). Very erect habit as in Kaempferi 
and almost as deciduous. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, but 
heads sometimes grouped; general color effect is light 
salmon pink; color, Geranium Pink, white at base of 
tube, blotch not conspicuous, few dots of Rose Color. 
Mid-April. ABCFG. 

ALIGHT (PI 163942). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably not more than 5 feet in height. Leaves medium 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% in. across, Spinel Pink 
with blotch of Rosolane Purple on upper lobes. The 
ground color carries as orange salmon, accentuated by 
the purplish color of the blotch. May throw striped 
sports. Early to mid-May. ABCD. 

ALLEGORY (PI 163785). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, a white of very fine 
form, greenish blotch and very few Light Phlox Purple 
stripes. Mid- to late May. ABC. 

ALLURE (PI 163896). Bush spreading rather than tall but 
probably up to 5 feet. Leaves large, medium green, 
somewhat pubescent. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely 
produced: 2 to 2%, in. across, pale rose pink. Mid-April.

ALTAIR (PI 163824). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
but probably not over 4 feet. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers very round in outline, 1 to 3 in head, 3 in. 
across, white with very few dots rather than flakes of 
Rose Purple. Mid-May. ABCD. ; 

AMBROSIA (PI 163899). Erect and somewhat spreading 
habit to 8 feet. Leaves medium green, semi-pubescent. 
Flowers 2 to 5 in head, 1% to 2 in. across, Begonia Pink, 
becoming, with age, pale apricot in effect. Very distinct 
color. Mid-April. ABC. : 

ANCHORITE (PI 141900). Erect to broad spreading to 4 
feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, very 
freely produced, 2 in. across, Rose Pink with an under- 
tone of orange. Late April. ABCDE. 

ANDROS (PI 141805). Erect to broad spreading to over- 
arching, 5 to 6 feet. Leaves evergreen, medium size. 
Flowers double, usually 2 to 4 in head, freely produced, 
2 to 2% in. across, pure Mallow Pink. The great beauty 
of this variety lies in the early bud stages when blossoms 
resemble rosebuds. May. ABCDEHI. 

ANGELA PLACE (PI 163960). Bush habit broad spreading, 
but possibly up to 4 feet. Leaves dark glossy green. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 3 in. across, pure white, almost 
no blotch. Early to mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

ANGELUS (PI 160110). Vigorous, rather spreading growth 
to 5 feet, with long twigs. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
usually 3 to 5 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, Pale Rosolane 
us: blotch showy Rosolane Purple. Late April. 

ANTARES (PI 160063). Very erect habit with ascending 
branches to 8 feet. Leaves broad, medium to dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% to 2% in. across, Nopal Red, 
blotch showy and large, of Pomegranate Purple dots 
that are somewhat diffused. Absolute base of tube white. 
Mid-April. ABC. 

ANTHEM (PI 163936). Strong upright grower, 4 to 5 feet. 
Leaves glossy, almost orbicular. Flowers 2 to 3% in. 
across, 2 to 4 in head, well formed; between Rose Pink 
and Deep Rose Pink, very few dots of Rose Color in 
the blotch area. Mid-May. ABCFG. 

ANTIQUE (PI 163766). Bush habit tends to be broad 
spreading, but ultimate height not yet determined, prob- 
ably not over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 2 to 3 
in head, 2%4 to 3 in. across, pure white with few stripes 
of Phlox Purple. Mid- to late May. ABC. 

APHRODITE (PI 141898). Erect to broad spreading with 
ascending branches to form broad top, not over 4 feet. 
Leaves dark green. Flowers usually 1 to 2 in head, very 
freely produced, 2 in. across, Pale Rose Pink, blotch on 
upper lobe not conspicuous. Mid- to late April. ABCDE. 

ARABY (PI 160119). Very vigorous, erect to spreading 
growth to_5 feet, with heavy dark green, rather narrow 
foliage. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. 
across, rounded with good form. The color is a little 
more brilliant than Jasper Red but not quite as fine as 
Nopal Red, blotch Tyrian Rose. Late April. ABCDEFTJ. 

ARCADIA (PI 160053). Strong, rather erect growth to 
widely spreading crown, to 7 feet. Leaves medium 
green, moderate size. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 
3 in. across, somewhat funnel shaped, between Deep Rose 
Pink and Rose Color, spots of blotch Tyrian Rose, showy, 
anthers brown and filaments Tyrian Rose. Late April. 
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ARCTIC (PI 163810). Bush habit rather low, broad spread- 
ing, probably not over 3 feet. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, very floriferous, 2% to 3 in. 
aoe ee with six lobes, white, greenish blotch. Mid- 

ay. ; 

ARGOSY (PI 160095). Vigorous, erect to spreading, to 5 
feet. Leaves medium green, somewhat hairy. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 3 to 3% in. across, lobes distinct, 
Geranium Pink, darkening to Rose Doree on upper half 
of lobes, blotch conspicuous, large dots of Tyrian Rose. 
Late April, early May. Cc. 

ASTARTE (PI 160078). Vigorous, erect to spreading habit 
to 6 feet. Leaves broad, dark green. Flowers usually 3 
to 4 in head, 254 to 3% in. across, white at base of tube, 
Amaranth Pink, shading to Tyrian Pink, blotch showy, 
Tyrian Rose. Mid-April. ABC. 

ASTRA (PI 160123). igorous, upright to spreading habit 
to 5 feet. Leaves narrow, dark green. Flowers usually 
2 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, almost white at base 
of tube, between Mallow Purple and Tyrian Pink, blotch 
conspicuous, Amaranth Purple. Flower very round and 
lobes well imbricated. Late April. ABCDE. 

AVE MARIA (PI 163771). Bush habit tends to low, broad 
spreading. Leaves dark green. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 
242 to 3 in. across, white ground, greenish-yellow blotch, 
sanded or flaked with Phlox Purple, margins ruffled. 
Mid- to late May. BCDE. 

AVIATOR (PI 163869). Bush habit dense and twiggy, but 
probably _making up to 4 feet. Leaves dark green, 
glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, freely produced, 2% in. 
across, rather flat face, white, green blotch, striped 
Eugenia Red. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

AZTEC (PI 163906). Broad spreading growth with some- 
what ascending branches and somewhat open habit while 
young; to 3 feet. Leaves medium green, not shining. 
Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 3 in. across, fine form, between 
Rose Doree and Peach Red in color, blotch heavy, dots 
of Rose Red. Some tendency to sport to white zone at 
base. Late May, early June. ABC. 

BACCHANTE (PI 163898). Bush habit erect with ascend- 
ing branches to 7 feet, in time filling in thickly. Leaves 
medium green, rather coarse. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 
heads often clustered, showy, 2% to 3 in. across, upper 
petals, Spinel Red, lower petals lighter, close to Spinel 
Pink, heavy dots of Amaranth Purple in blotch. Late 
April. ABC. 

BAGATELLE (PI 160115). Rather open, erect growth to 7 
feet. Foliage medium green. Flowers usually 3 to 5 in 
head, 2%4 to 3% in. across, a little white at base of tube, 
Begonia Rose washed with Rose Doree, sinuate margins, 
blotch not showy, of Tyrian Rose dots. Late April, early 
May. ABC. 

BAGDAD (PI 163985). Vigorous rather upright habit to 5 
feet. Leaves dark, evergreen, medium size. Flowers 2 to 
4 in head, heads sometimes clustered, 2% to 3 in. across, 
slightly darker than Rose Pink with blotch of Tyrian 
Rose. Early to mid-May. ABC. 

BALLET GIRL (PI 160043). Vigorous, upright but some- 
what open growth to 7 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head but often grouped in 
large masses, hose-in-hose, 2 in. across, Light Jasper 
Red, with blotch of Pomegranate Purple dots. General 
effect is orange red. Early to mid-April. ABCDE. 

BAROQUE (PI 163778). Bush broad spreading but prob- 
ably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 
3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white ground with great 
variation in degree of striping; some flowers sanded, 
Phlox Purple. Mid- to late May. ABCDE. 

BEACON (PI 160085). Erect but eventually over-arching 
growth to 5 feet. Leaves rather narrow, dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 1% in. across, almost pure Rose 
Doree but in garden effect nearly Scarlet in color. Does 
not sunburn. Mid-April, early May. ABCDETJ. 

BETTINA (PI 182866). Bush erect with ascending branches 
to about 5 feet. Leaves rather small, Kurumelike, 
medium green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, heads often 
grouped, freely produced, 1% to 2 in. across, carmine. 
Mid-April. ABCDE. 

BISHOP (PI 160120). Rather erect growth to 5 feet, 
eventually with broad top. Leaves not over 2 in. long, 
dark green. Flowers 2 to 5 in head, the heads sometimes 
clustered; 1% to 1% in. across, rather symmetrical, 
margins waved. A Rose Color self, as the Tyrian Rose 
dots of the blotch count rather as a darkening hue. 
There is an underlying tone of yellow that enlivens the 
color. Anthers dark. Mid- to late April. ABCDE. 

BLIZZARD (PI 163784). Bush habit broad spreading but 
probably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, a very fine white, 
chartreuse throat, ruffled margins, very few Phlox Purple 
stripes. Mid- to late May. ABCDE. 
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BLUSHING MAID (PI 160114). Rather open Kaempferi- 
like habit to 7 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
usually 3 to 5 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, almost round, 
margins sinuate, between Thulite Pink and Spinel Pink. 
Late April, early May. ABCDE. 


BOHEMIAN (PI 163796). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but probably not over 4 feet though rather vigorous. 
Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% in. 
across, pure Rose Color. Mid-May. ABCDE. 


BOLDFACE (PI 163847). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but probably never much over 4 feet. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in_head, 3 in. across, 
frilled, white center, Pale Phlox Purple margin, red 
blotch. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 


BOLIVAR (PI 163928). Spreading habit to 4 feet. Leaves 
dark green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely produced, 
2%4 in. across, broad lobes, Deep Rose Pink, blotch made 
up of distinct small dots of Tyrian Rose that give effect 
of a color stain. Mid- to late May. ABCDEFG. 


BONANZA (PI 163807). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
but probably not over 4 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2% in. across, Mallow Purple with Tyrian 
Rose blotch, brilliant. Mid-May. ABC. 

BOPEEP (PI 160009). Rather erect to 5 feet, eventually 
spreading to 4 feet in diameter; leaves medium green. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, heads sometimes clustered, single, 
2 to 2% in. across, white tinted from margins. The color 
tint is a little paler than Rose Pink. Dots in the blotch 
are deep Rose Pink. Blotch not solid but lateral from 
central axis and passing to side lobes. Carries in garden 
as tinted white. Early flowering like its sister seedlings 
Dayspring and Caress. ABC. 


BOUNTIFUL (PI 163956). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but probably will reach 4 feet in height. Leaves 
medium green, hairy. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3 in. 
across, frilled, Phlox Purple, with blotch of Tyrian Rose 
dots. (‘‘Phlox Purple’ is a lavender pink). Early to 
mid-May. ABCDEFG. 


BOWMAN (PI 163764). Bush habit, developing into broad- 
topped, densely twiggy form rather more broad than 
high but up to 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
usually 1 to 3 in head, freely produced, 2 to 2% in. 
across, carmine pink. Mid-April. ABCDE. 


BRANGAENE (PI 182868). Bush erect with ascending 
branches up to 7 feet. Leaves medium green, rather 
harsh. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, heads often grouped, 2 to 
2% in. across, delicate rose with yellow undertone giving 
salmon effect, conspicuous blotch on upper lobe. Mid- 
April. ABCDE. 

BRAVO (PI 163811). Bush habit somewhat more erect than 
most, somewhat like a taller Kurume, but not over 5 
feet. Leaves smallish, dark green. Flowers 2 to 4 in 
head, very floriferous, 1144 in. across, Tyrian Pink, Tyrian 
Rose blotch, scarlet tube. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

BRAVURA (PI 163908). Bush rather broader than tall but 
probably in time up to 4 feet, inclined to be open and 
angular at first. Leaves smallish, dark green. Flowers 
1 to 2 in head, freely produced, very fine form, 2% to 3 
in. across, white with pale rose margins. May. ABCDE. 

BRIDAL VEIL (PI 160006). Rather open, upright growth 
to 5 feet. Leaves medium green, somewhat hairy. Flow- 
ers usually 2 to 5 in head, 3 in. across, somewhat starry, 
white with Chrysolite Green blotch on upper three lobes. 
nee here before R. mucronatum, or mid-April. 


BUCCANEER (PI 141903). Erect to tall spreading to 5 feet. 
Leaves medium green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, ee 
produced, 2 in. across, a brilliant orange red wit 
darker tone on upper lobe. Mid-April. Sunburns in the 
open. ABCDEFG. 

BURGUNDY (PI 160003). Vigorous, upright growth, be- 
coming spreading with age, to 6 feet. Leaves dark 
green. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, Rose Doree 
darkening to Nopal Red on margins, heavy blotch of 
Tyrian Rose on upper three lobes; carries as deep 
brownish red. Mid-April. ABCDE. 


CADENZA (PI 163884). Bush habit low and broad spread- 
ing but probably up to 4 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, extremely variable 
in the same plant. The original seedling plant is 
ruffied white, lightly and irregularly flaked with few 
stripes of Magenta. Mid- to late May. ABCDEFG. 

CAMELOT (PI 163930). Growth somewhat like that of R. 
mucronatum but leaves darker and less hairy, spreading 
to 5 feet. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. 
across, Tyrian Pink, deeper at margins, blotch spreading 
and conspicuous, Tyrian Rose. Mid-April. ABCDE. 
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CAMPFIRE (PI 163871). Bush habit dense and twiggy, but 
probably making up to 5 feet in time. Leaves dark 
green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 1% in. across, very 
abundantly produced, Amaranth Purple, tube Rose Red; 
a very brilliant effect. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

CANTABILE (PI 163897). Bush habit usually broader than 
tall but up to 5 feet, eventually making a dense bush. 
Leaves medium to dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 
2 to 2% in. across, freely produced, white. Early to mid- 
April. ABCDEF. 

CAPELLA (PI 160037). Erect, rather stiff growth, event- 
ually filling into dense habit, to 6 feet. Foliage light 
green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, heads sometimes 
clustered so that a rhododendron-like mass of 14 to 15 
flowers appears; irregularly hose-in-hose, 2 to 2% in. 
across; white with rare flakes of Matthew’s Purple; very 
showy. Mid-April. AB. 

CAPRICE (PI 141792). Bush erect and somewhat open 
unless grown in sun, to 5 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers freely produced, 2 to 4 in head, heads usually 
grouped, 2 in. across, white rayed and flaked with coral 
red. Frequently the flowers appear somewhat bell shaped. 
Mid- to late April. ABCDEFG. 

CARAVAL (PI 163806). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
but probably not over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
2 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, Spinel Pink flushed Mallow 
Purple, but very brilliant because there is an undertone 
of yellow. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

CARBINEER (PI 160098). Bush habit tall with ascending 
branches probably to 8 feet, but good spread in time. 
Semi-evergreen, rather coarse leaves. Flowers 2 to 3 in 
head, 24% to 2% in. across, between Rose Pink and Deep 
Rose Pink of color chart but enlivened by the undertone 
of yellow. Filaments red, blotch definite but not showy. 
Mid-April. ABCDE. 

CARESS (PI 141769). Bush habit erect to broad spreading 
but not over 5 feet. Leaves broad, glossy green. Flowers 
very profusely. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, heads often 
grouped, 2 to 2% in. across, almost white in center, 
darkening gradually to pale pink on margins. Early to 
mid-April. ABCDEF. 

CARMEL (PI 141776). Tall to eventually spreading habit 
but not over 5 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 1 to 
3 in head, freely produced, 2 in. across, Spinel Red with 
blotch of Indian Red dots; carries in garden effect as a 
brownish red. Mid-April. Earlier than Burgundy; larger 
flowers. ABCDEFGIJ. 

CARNIVAL (PI 163097). Vigorous, upright to spreading 
bush to 4 feet, with fine evergreen foliage. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 3% to 4 in. across, color salmon 
with orange undertone with heavy dull red blotch on the 
uppermost lobe. Mid- to late April. ABCDEFG. 

CARRARA (PI 163798). Bush habit very dwarf and broad 
spreading, but possibly not over 2 feet, very compact. 
Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 2% to 3 in. 
across, very free, white with yellowish blotch, some 
petaloidy in stamens. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

CASCADE (PI 182864). Upright and eventually broad 
spreading to 4 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers usually 
2 to 4 in head, hose-in-hose, freely produced, 1% in. 
across, white with few paint flakes of brilliant rose pink. 
Late April. ABCDE. 

CATAWBA (PI 163983). Broad spreading bush to possibly 
4 feet. Leaves moderate size, dark green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, Tyrian Pink, 
blotch of Tyrian Rose dots over upper three lobes. Mid- 
to late May. ABCDE. 

CATHAY (PI 160046). Bush habit broad spreading but up 
to 5 feet in height with ascending branches. Leaves 
dark green, narrow, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 
2 in. across, darker than Geranium Pink, but not as dark 
as Rose Doree, blotch of well defined dots of Tyrian 
Rose. Late April. ABCDEFG. 

CAVALIER (PI 160068). Bush habit, almost like that of 
many Kurume clones, up to 6 feet. Leaves moderate 
size, broad ovate. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, heads fre- 
quently grouped, 1% to 1% in. across, very regular, 
Kurume type, a little more orange than Rose Doree. 
Mid-April. ABCDEF. 

CAVATIANA (PI 163791). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but probably never over 5 feet. Leaves medium 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3% in. across, 
white striped with Phlox Purple. Mid- to late May. 
ABCDE. 

CELESTIAL (PI160081). Rather stiff upright growth, 
probably to not over 4 feet. Leaves broad, dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 2% to 2% in. across, Deep Rose 
Pink, blotch not showy, Rose Color, appearing more as 
if shading in corolla, pink color vivid from faint yellow 
undertone. Late April, early May. ABCDEF. 
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CHALLENGER (PI 160124). Erect, somewhat spreading 
growth to 5 feet. Leaves dark green, shining, rather 
narrow as in ‘‘macrantha.’’ Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 2% to 
3 in. across, very flat faced, beautiful form with well 
imbricated lobes that are somewhat undulate on margins, 
ground color light salmon in effect, between Geranium 
Pink and Rose Doree, washed over with pale lavender, 
blotch very heavy and showy, with clear dots between 
Rose Color and Tyrian Pink. Early May. ABCDEF. 

CHAMELEON (PI 163825). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but probably not over 4 feet. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers very round in outline, 1 to 3 in head, 3 to 3% 
in. across, white, yellow blotch, with few stripes of 
Rosolane Purple. Mid-May. ABCDEF. ; 

CHANTICLEER (PI 163872). Bush habit dense and twiggy, 
but probably making up to 5 feet in time. Leaves dark 
green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, very 
abundantly produced, Amaranth Purple with more Rose 
Red on tube than Campfire, a very brilliant effect. Mid- 
May. ABC. , 

CHERRY SPOT (PI 160132). Erect to somewhat spreading 
growth up to 6 feet. Leaves medium green. _Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, with well- 
rounded lobes, between Rose Purple and Liseran Purple, 
blotch Tyrian Pink, made up of very small dots. Late 
April. ABCDEF. 

CHLOE (PI 160049). Growth similar to but better than 
that of R. mucronatum (‘‘indica alba’’), to 5 feet. Leaves 
medium green, somewhat pubescent. Flowers usually 2 
to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, margins ruffled, brilliant 
color Tyrian Rose with inconspicuous blotch of Rose 
Color dots. Mid-April. ABCD. 

CHUM (PI 163862). Bush habit very dense and twiggy, but 
probably up to 4 feet in height. Leaves dark green, 
glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very abundant, 2 in. 
across, white with green blotch, striped Eugenia Red. 
Mid-May. ABCDE. 

CINDERELLA (PI 201897). Mature plant habit tall and 
flat topped, 6 feet. Semi-deciduous. Flowers 2 to 3 in 
head, 2 to 2% in. across, white so heavily covered with 
Eugenia to Acajou Red stripes as to give the effect of 
white stripes on red ground. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

CINNABAR (PI 163855). Bush dense and twiggy, gradually 
building up to 4 feet. Leaves dark green, glossy. Flowers 
2 to 4 in head, 3 in. across, white with stripes and 
sanding of Spinel Red. Mid-May. ABCD. 

CLARION (PI 160094). Erect but somewhat open growth 
while young, filling in later to 8 feet. Leaves medium 
green, not heavy. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 2% 
to 3 in. across, between Rose Doree and Scarlet Red, 
blotch inconspicuous with dots of Tyrian Rose, orange 
tone at base of tube. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

COCKTAIL (PI 163839). Bush habit very compact and 
dense, but gradually building up to perhaps 5 feet. 
Leaves deep green, glossy. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 
abundant, 2 in. across, white with Eugenia Red stripes 
and some sports. Mid-May. ABC. 

COLLEEN (PI 160112). Rather open Kaempferi-like habit 
to 7 feet. Leaves medium green. Very floriferous; 
flowers usually 3 to 10 in head, 2 in. across, Geranium 
Pink, blotches variable. Late April, early May: ABCDE. 

COMMANDO (PI 163832). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably not over 5 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
2 to 4 in head, freely produced, 2 to 2% in. across, Rose 
Purple, Rose blotch. Mid-May. ABCD. 

COMMODORE (PI 160111). Rather spreading growth to 4 
feet. Foliage dark green, narrow. Flowers usually 2 to 
4 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, Scarlet Red, with heavy 
blotch of almost confluent dots of Amaranth Purple. This 
carries as deep crimson. Late April, early May. ABCDE. 

CON AMORE (PI 163940). Growth dense, rather spreading 
with ascending branches up to 5 feet. Leaves up to 2 
inches long, fairly dark green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 
2% to 3 in. across, excellent form with rounded, imbri- 
cated lobes, between Deep Rose Pink and Rose Color, 
lighter at margins, blotch not showy, few dots of Rose 
Color. Mid- to late April. ABCDE. 

CONCORDIA (PI 160106). Bush erect with ascending 
branches to 5 feet. Leaves long and narrow, somewhat 
hairy; medium green. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 2 inches 
or over across, general effect bright pink, a little deeper 
than Deep Rose Pink, dots in blotch Tyrian Rose but 
not showy, a little yellow at base of tube. Mid-April. 
ABCDE. 

CONQUEST (PI 163987). Bush spreading rather than erect 
growth to 3 feet. Leaves small, rather yellowish green. 
Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 2% to 2% in. across, white, of 
very fine form, with a few short lines of Rhodamine 
Purple. Mid-May. ABC. 
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CONSOLATION (PI 163772). Bush broad spreading, prob- 
ably not over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 
in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white with Pale Amparo 
Violet stripes, margins ruffled. May give occasional Light 
wenn sport with light center. Mid- to late May. 


CONSTANCE (PI 160089). Vigorous, erect, somewhat 
spreading growth to 6 feet. Leaves narrow, medium 
green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 3 to 3% in. 
across, Rose Color. The small Rose Red dots that make 
up the large blotch show chiefly as a darker tone. Late 
April. ABCDE. 


CONSUELA (PI 160082). Erect to broad spreading habit 
to 5 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 
in head, 2% to 3 in. across, slightly paler than Rose 
Color, lightening to Deep Rose Pink in center, blotch 
Re ESP icUpUS, of small Rose Color dots. Late April. 


CONTENT (PI 160136). Erect with eventually broad 
spreading crown to 5 feet. Leaves medium dark green, 
broadly obovate and glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 234 to 
3 in. across, a very fine form of imbricated lobes, Pale 
Amparo Purple with very few dots of Tyrian Rose at 
base of upper lobe, very pure, clear color. Late April, 
early May. ABCDEF. 


COPPERMAN (PI 163927). Growth dense, spreading to 4 
feet. Foliage dark green, rather narrow leaves. Flowers 
1 to 2 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, rather flat faced, good 
substance and splendid form with broad, overlapping 
lobes, Begonia Rose, shaded almost pure orange, blotch 
conspicuous but most like a heavy wash of Rose Color, 
dots not visible. The garden effect is brilliant red. Mid- 
to late May. ABCDE. 


COQUETTE (PI 160036). Erect to finally over-arching habit 
to 5 feet. Leaves fine, dark green. Flowers usually 2 to 
3 in head, 2 in. across, almost perfect hose-in-hose, be- 
tween Eosin Pink and Begonia Pink, with few dots of 
Tyrian Rose in inconspicuous blotch. Conspicuous red 
pistil with dark stigma. Late April, early May. ABCDE. 


CORALIE (PI 160017). Erect to eventually over-arching 
habit, to 5 feet. Foliage dark green, narrow. Flowers 
usually 2 to 4 in head, 1% to 1% in. across, somewhat 
irregularly hose-in-hose, Eosin Pink, flushed Rose Doree, 
conspicuous Tyrian Rose blotch. Carries in effect as 
salmon pink. Early May. ABCDEF. 


CORAL SEA (PI163819). Bush habit broad spreading, 
probably not over 4 feet. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, freely 
produced, usually not over 2% to 3 in. across, between 
Pale Amaranth Pink and Amaranth Pink with few but 
very distinct Tyrian Rose dots in blotch, which is showy. 
Mid-May. ABCDEF. 


CORDIAL (PI 163818). Bush habit broad spreading, prob- 
ably not over 4 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 2 
to 4 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, Spinel Pink, Spinel Red 
blotch, frilled margins of lobes. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 


CORSAIR (PI 160138). Bush rather broad to 4 or 5 feet, 
spreading top. Leaves somewhat like those of Azalea 
macrantha but broaders. Flowers 3 in head, 2% in. 
across, margins somewhat sinuate, Deep Rose Pink, 
blotch made up of dots of Tyrian Rose, not very con- 
spicuous. Late April, early May. ABCDEF. 


CORYDON (PI 160074). Erect to broad spreading habit up 
to 4 feet. Leaves almost like those of a Kurume. Flowers 
2 to 3 in head, 2 to 24% in. across, very fine form with 
overlapping lobes, slightly deeper in color than Deep 
Rose Pink, with a few dots in blotch, near throat, in 
upper lobe. Late April. ABCDE. 


CRANFORD (PI 163910). Spreading growth with long 
ascending shoots particularly while young, to 3 feet. 
Leaves medium green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 3 in. 
across, Deep Rose Pink, the blotch not conspicuous be- 
cause of dots only slightly darker in tone. Late May, 
early June. ABCDE. 


CREAM CUP (PI 163842). Bush habit very compact and 
dense, gradually building up to perhaps five feet. Leaves 
dark green, glossy. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, very 
abundant, 2 in. across, white so heavily suffused with 
Chartreuse that the flower carries in garden effect as a 
creamy yellow; few red flakes. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 


CREMONA (PI163901). Broad spreading bush to 4 feet. 
Leaves dark green, shining. Flowers usually 1 to 2 in 
head, freely produced, 3 in. or more across; margins of 
lobes somewhat waved. Rose color with dots of blotch 
Amaranth Purple. Tube lighter at base, somewhat yel- 
lowish that makes a more vivid rose-colored effect. Mid- 
to late May. ABCDEFGHI. 
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CRINOLINE (PI 163943). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably will not reach_more than 5 _ feet in height. 
Leaves medium green. Fiowers 1 to 3 in head, 3 in. 
across, ruffled margins, between Tyrian Pink and Tyrian 
Rose, frequently with white eye as in Helen Gunning, 
blotch not conspicuous. Early to Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

CRUSADER (PI 163909). Spreading growth with ascending 
branches to perhaps 3 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers usually 1 to 2 in head, freely produced. Flowers 
very round, well imbricated, flat, 2%4 in. across, Ger- 
anium Pink with showy blotch of Rose Red. Late May, 
early June. ABCDEF. ; 

CUPID (PI 163799). Bush habit broad spreading, but pos- 
sibly not over 3 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 
3 in head, 3 in. across, Phlox Pink, that becomes a little 
lighter as flower ages. Mid-May. ABCDE. : 

CYGNET (PI 163954). Bush habit very dense and twiggy, 
but possibly up to 3 or 4 feet in height. Leaves medium 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, very eae produced, to 
make sheets of bloom, 1% in. across, white with pale 
yellow blotch. Early to mid-April. ABCDEF. 

CYTHEREA (PI 163934). Bush rather broader than tall, 
but probably up to 4 feet. Leaves small, dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely produced, very fine form, 
rose pink. May. ABCDEFG. 

DAMARIS (PI 160099). Strong, rather upright growth, to 
6 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers usually 3 to 7 in 
head, 2 to 2% in. across, sinuate margins of corolla lobes 
Mallow Purple washed over with Rose Red, blotch heavy, 
Amaranth Purple, stamens Rose Red. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

DAMASK (PI 163959). Bush habit broad and spreading, 
but possibly up to 4 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, hose-in-hose, white washed 
all over with chartreuse, giving almost an ivory tint. 
Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

DAMOZEL (PI 160031). Erect to eventually over-arching 
habit to 5 feet. Leaves narrow, dark green. Flowers 
generally 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, irregularly hose- 
in-hose, Geranium Pink, heavy blotch of Tyrian Rose, 
white at base of tube. Late April, early May. ABCDEF. 

DANDY (PI 163803). Bush habit much like that of the 
taller Kurume varieties, but perhaps not over 5 feet. 
Leaves medium green, shiny. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 
2% in. across, very floriferous, Rhodamine Purple with 
scarlet tube. A very highly colored clone. Mid-May. 
ABCDE. 

DAPHNIS (PI 160070). Very vigorous, erect to spreading 
habit, to 5 feet. Excellent, small narrow leaves. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, Tyrian Pink, 
with few nearly confluent dots at base of upper lobe. 
There is a suggestion of yellow at base of tube. Very 
fine. Late April. ABCDEF. 

DARKNESS (PI 163815). Bush habit very compact and 
twiggy, probably not over 4 feet. Leaves small, dark 
green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 3 in. across, Pompeian 
Red (a brownish red) with heavy Carmine blotch. Masses 
of bloom. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

DARLING (PI 160113). Bush rather erect, branches ascend- 
ing but finally a dense shrub to 5 feet. Leaves medium 
green, rather broad, somewhat hairy. Flowers 1 to 3 in 
head, heads sometimes grouped, 2 to 21% in. across, 
practically a brilliant Rose Color self, with very few 
dots of Tyrian Rose at base of upper lobe. Fine form. 
Mid- to late April. ABCDEF. 

DAUNTLESS (PI 163852). Bush habit dense and twiggy, 
rather low, probably not over 2 feet. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very floriferous, 2 in. across, 
Aster Purple with base of tube scarlet, which gives very 
brilliant effect. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

DAWNING (PI 182862). Bush spreading rather than tall, 
but probably up to 5 feet. Leaves large, medium green, 
somewhat pubescent. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely 
produced, 2 to 2% in. across, lavender pink. Mid- to 
late April. ABCDEF. 

DAYSPRING (PI 141780). Bush habit, broad spreading, 
but eventually to 6 feet. Leaves medium green, obovate, 
somewhat like Kurume varieties. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 
usually massed, 1% to 2 in. across, center white shading 
to Pale Rose Pink in margins. Few chartreuse dots in 
blotch area. Early to mid-April. ABCDEFLMN. 

DAZZLER (PI 163797). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
but probably not over 3 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, frilled. Deep Rose Pink with 
Rose Color blotch. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

DEFIANCE (PI 163870). Bush habit dense and twiggy, but 
probably making up to 4 feet. Leaves dark green, glossy. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, freely produced, rather starry, 
2 in. across, white, heavily striped, Eugenia Red. Mid- 
May. ABCDEFG. 
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DELIGHT (PI 160000). Erect, vigorous bush to 7 feet with 
heavy, broad, dark green leaves. Flowers usually 2 to 4 
in head, 3 to 4 in. across, pure white with very few 
flakes of Phlox Purple. There will be occasional flowers 
with_ heavy stripes and rare branch sports that resemble 
the Sekidera form of R. mucronatum. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

DELILAH (PI 163952). Bush spreading with ascending 
branches to 6 feet. Leaves narrow, glistening, dark 
green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, heads often grouped, 2 to 
2% in. across, color effect is pure salmon orange. Mid- 
to late April. ABC. 

DELOS (PI 141803). Erect to spreading, somewhat over- 
arching habit; like Andros in all details except color of 
flower. In this case the color is Rose Pink, a deeper 
color than that of Andros but just as roselike in the bud 
stages, 2% in. double flowers, freely produced. May. 
ABCDEF. 

DEMURE (PI 160014). Erect to finally over-arching habit 
to 5 feet. Leaves fine, dark green. Flowers usually 2 to 
3 in head, 2 in. across, slightly paler than Rose Color; 
dots of Rose Red make up the blotch that covers most of 
the upper three lobes. Late April, early May. ABCDE. 

DESIRE (PI 141778). Bush spreading rather than tall, but 
probably up to 5 feet. Leaves large, medium green, 
somewhat pubescent. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely 
produced, 2 to 2% in. across, pale rose pink toned sal- 
mon. Mid- to late April. ABCDE. 


DIMITY (PI 141766). Bush habit more or less like that of 
Kaempferi but not over 6 feet. Leaves medium green, 
semi-deciduous. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, heads often 
grouped, 1% to 2 in. across, white flaked and striped 
with Spinel Red. Mid-April. ABCDEFLMN. 


DOWAGER (PI 163978). Bush habit low, compact and 
spreading, but probably up to 4 feet in time. Leaves 
dark green, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 3 in. across, 
white, flaked and striped Magenta. Mid- to late May. 
ABCDEFGIJ. 

DRAGON (PI 163874). Bush habit dense and twiggy, but 
probably making up to 5 feet in time. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, Tyrian Rose to Rose 
Red, very brilliant and floriferous. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

DREAM (PI 160047). Rather spreading habit but eventually 
reaching 8 feet. Leaves medium green, somewhat like 
those of R. mucronatum but silkier. Flowers 2 to 3 in 
head, heads often grouped, 2% to 3 in. across, Deep Rose 
Pink, dots of blotch Rose Color, margins of lobes frilled. 
Mid-April, sometimes earlier. ABCDE. 

DRIVEN SNOW (PI 163933). Similar to Snowscape but 
with broader, darker green leaves, and the flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, widely opened, pure 
white, late midseason. To 6 feet. End of May. ABCDE. 

DUENNA (PI 160022). Bush spreading rather than tall, but 
up to 5 feet with somewhat open habit in earlier stages. 
Leaves medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 1 to 1% 
in. across, white ground with many narrow stripes of 
Rosolane Purple, but gives the general impression from 
a distance of pale pink. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

DULCIMER (PI 160076). Erect, somewhat spreading habit 
to 5 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers usually 2 to 
3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, very well shaped, Rose 
Doree with Pomegranate Purple dots in blotch. Late 
April. ABCDEF. 

ECHO (PI 163895). Bush spreading rather than tall but 
up to 5 feet. Leaves large, medium green, somewhat 
pubescent. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely produced, 2 to 
2%, in. across; Rose Pink, dots of blotch clear but not 
showy, Tyrian Rose. Mid-April. ABCDE. 


EFFECTIVE (PI 160090). Moderate, upright growth to 4 
feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in 
head, 2% to 3 in. across, Rose Color, with very little 
suggestion of blotch, form rounded and substance very 
good. Mid-April. ABCDE. 


EGOIST (PI 163783). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, a very fine white with 
a few stripes and much sanding of Phlox Purple. Mid- 
to late May. ABCDE. 

ELIZABETH (PI 163923). Spreading habit to 4 feet. 
Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely 
produced, 3 in. across, Begonia Rose, with very heavy 
blotch, almost like a stain of Tyrian Rose. Mid- to late 
May. ABCDEFGHI. 

EMBER (PI 163801). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
but probably not over 4 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, frilled, Rose Color with Rose 
Red blotch; yellow undertone gives entire flower a bril- 
liant effect. Mid-May. ABCDE. 
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EMBLEM (PI 160013). Growth habit with rather erect 
branching, bush up to 6 feet. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, heads somewhat grouped, 1% to 
2 in. across, regular in form, between Scarlet Red and 
Scarlet. Blotch Rose Red but not conspicuous, counting 
as deep shading. Late April. ABCDE. 

ENCHANTMENT (PI160029). Erect to eventually over- 
arching growth to 5 feet. Fine pointed, dark green 
leaves. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 1% to 1% in. 
across, almost perfect hose-in-hose, Geranium Pink with 
heavy blotch of Tyrian Rose on upper three lobes. Late 
April, early May. ABCDE. ; 

EPICURE (PI 163907). Spreading growth with somewhat 
open, ascending branches while young, to 3 feet. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers usually 1 to 2 in head, freely 
produced. Practically a Deep Rose self as the small 
blotch of Tyrian Rose dots carries chiefly as a shading. 
Late May, early June. ABCDE. ; 

EPILOGUE (PI 141785). Clone developed from seedling of 
PI No. 81661. The chief value of this plant is its habit 
of flowering freely the first week in June. The bush is 
somewhat straggling to 5 feet, producing in time large, 
shelflike branches, with semi-evergreen foliage. The 
flowers are freely produced, about 1 to 1% in. across, 
and orange salmon in color. ABCDE. : 

EROS (PI 163902). Rather low-spreading growth, ultimate 
height not yet known, but probably not over 3 feet. 
Heavy dark green, glossy foliage. Flowers 2 to 3 in 
head, 2% to 3 in. across, with very heavy substance, 
extremely well shaped, with overlapping lobes, Eosin 
Pink, becoming lighter as flower matures. Small blotch 
at base of uppermost lobe, made of fine dots of Tyrian 
Rose. End of May, early June. ABCDE. 

EUCHARIS (PI 163802). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but possibly not over 3 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, frilled, white with 
chartreuse blotch. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

EVANGELINE (PI 160065). Bush habit strongly upright 
to 7 feet, but eventually filling in well and free flowering 
throughout. Leaves of good size, color in autumn and 
tend to be semi-deciduous, medium green. Flowers 2 to 
4 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, fine form, between Deep 
Rose Pink and Rose Color, darkest at edges, some yellow 
suffusion at base, blotch conspicuous, made up of clearly 
defined dots of Tyrian Rose. Late April, early May. 
ABCDE. 

EVENSONG (PI 160032). Erect to gradually over-arching 
habit to 5 feet. Leaves narrow, dark green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 1% to 2% in. across, somewhat 
starry, Rose Color, blotch Tyrian Rose but not con- 
spicuous. Late April to mid-May. ABCDE. 

EVEREST (PI 163953). Bush habit broad and rather 
spreading, but may reach up to 5 feet in height. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, 
white, pale chartreuse blotch; very floriferous. Early to 
mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

FAIRY BELLS (PI 160075). Vigorous, upright to spreading 
habit, to 6 feet. Leaves broad, dark green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 4 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, hose-in-hose, 
pendant like a Christmas cactus, Spinel Pink, with few 
dots of Tyrian Rose. Mid-April. ABCDEF. 

FAITH (PEI 160117). Habit much like that of R. Kaempferi 
—almost deciduous. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, 
Deep Rose Pink with few dots of Rose Color at base of 
upper lobe, very fine form rounded and well imbricated. 
The whole color value lightens as flower matures and one 
notes the yellow tone at base of tube. Early April. 
ABCDE. 

FAKIR (PI163914). Spreading habit with ascending 
branches to 4 feet. Leaves medium to dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely produced, 3 in. across, 
very flat, with fine rounded lobes, Rose Color but with a 
yellow undertone; blotch conspicuous, made up of heavy, 
almost confluent dots of Amaranth Purple. id- to late 
May. ABCDEF. 

FANDANGO (PI 163816). Bush habit very compact and 
twiggy up to 4 feet. Leaves small, dark green. Flowers 
2 to 4 in head, in great masses, 3 in. across, Rosolane 
Purple, Spinel Red throat, Carmine blotch, reverse of 
corolla and stamens scarlet. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

FANFARE (PI 160021). Erect. to eventually over-arching 
habit to 5 feet. Leaves narrow, dark green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 4 in head, 1% to 2 in. across, somewhat 
irregularly hose-in-hose, Eosin Pink, blotch of Rose Red 
covers upper lobe and half of each adjoining. Late April, 
early May. ABCDEF. 

FANTASY (PI 141775). Medium height to rather spreading 
habit, not over 4 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
2 to 4 in head, often massed, 2 in. across, white, broadly 
flaked and striped with dull red. Mid-April. BC. 
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FASHION (PI 141788). Erect to eventually over-arching 
habit to 6 feet. Leaves small, glossy, dark green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, almost perfect hose- 
in-hose, Begonia Rose with heavy blotch of Tyrian Rose, 
anthers dark, blotch is repeated on the petaloid calyx, 
base of tube almost white. Late April, early May. 
ABCDEFGHI. 


FAVORITE (PI 160035). Erect to eventually over-arching 
habit to 5 feet. Leaves small, dark green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 1% to 1% in. across, irregularly 
hose-in-hose, Geranium Pink with heavy blotch of Nopal 
Red on upper lobe. The orange undertone of newly 
opened flowers lightens to give pale salmon effect. Late 
April, early May. ABCDEF. 


FAWN (PI 163844). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
but gradually building up to perhaps 5 feet. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, very abundant, 
2 to 2% in. across, white center, Mallow Pink margins. 
Mid-May. ABCDEF. 


F. C. BRADFORD (PI 160071). Bush habit compact, broad 
spreading with ascending branches. Leaves dark green, 
glossy, narrow. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, freely produced, 
2 to 2% in. across, Rose Color to Rose Red on edge; 
blotch of Amaranth Purple dots. Flower heads some- 
times massed to make rhododendron-like mass. Late 
April, early May. ABCDEFG. 


FELICITY (PI 160040). Rather erect bush to 8 feet, filling 
in after upward growth has been completed. Leaves 
somewhat variable, light green, somewhat hairy. Flowers 
2 to 3 in head, heads sometimes grouped, 2%4 to 3 in. 
across, fine symmetrical form, a little lighter than Deep 
Rose Pink but darkening to that color on margins, blotch 
conspicuous, made up of distinct dots darker than Tyrian 
Rose but not as dark as Amaranth Purple. Late mid- 
season. ABCDEFGHI. 


FESTIVE (PI 141779). Erect, somewhat spreading growth 
to 6 feet. Leaves medium green, somewhat pointed. 
Flowers usually 2 to 4 in head, but heads sometimes 
clustered. Flowers 2 to 2% in. across, pure white with 
no blotch, freely sanded and occasionally striped with 
dull rose (between Spinel Red and Rose Color). Effect 
from distance flesh white. Mid-April. ABCDEFG. 


FOLLY (PI 163790). Bush habit rather broad forming, but 
probably not over 4 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white striped with 
Tyrian Pink. Mid- to late May. ABCDEF. 


FOUNTAIN (PI 163913). Spreading growth with strongly 
ascending branches to 3 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers usually 1 to 2 in head, 3 inches across, lobes 
somewhat pointed, Rose Pink with broad blotch made 
up of somewhat striate lines of Rose Red. Late May, 
early June. ABCDE. 


FREEDOM (PI 163931). Growth moderately dense, branches 
ascending, to 5 feet. Leaves narrow, medium green, to 3 
inches. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, lobes 
broad but not overlapping, Geranium Pink shaded Rose 
Doree, blotch conspicuous of small dots of Rose Color. 
Late April, early May. ABCDE. 


FRIVOLITY (P1I163868). Bush habit very dense and 
twiggy, but probably making bush up to 4 feet. Leaves 
dark green, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very freely 
produced, 2% in. across, white, yellow blotch, few 
Eugenia Red stripes. Mid-May. ABCDE. 


FURBELOW (PI 163970). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably in time to 5 feet. Leaves dark green, glossy. 
Very floriferous. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, 
white, heavily sanded, flaked and with few stripes of 
Nopal Red. Anthers. blackish. Striking. Mid-May. 
ABCDE. 


FUTURITY (PI 163851). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but probably not over 3 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, hose-in-hose, 2% in. across, 
general type of Ho-oden, white with Rosolane Purple 
stripes. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 


GAIETY (PI 141910). Erect to broad spreading to 5 feet. 
Leaves narrow, dark green. Flowers usually 1 to 3 in 
head, very freely produced. Color Light Rose Pink with 
conspicuous blotch of Rose Red on upper lobes. Early 
May. ABCDEFGHIJ. 


GALATHEA (PI 160097). Bush with erect rather than 
spreading habit but well filled with twiggy branches. 
Leaves medium to dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 
freely produced, 1% in. across, clustering in head to 8 
flowers, Acajou Red with few dots on upper petal spilling 
over on adjoining petals; spots slightly darker or lighter, 
not conspicuous. Late April. ABCDEFG. 
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GALAXY (PI 163786). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white usually with a 
little sanding of Pale Phlox Purple, rare branch sports 
Phlox Purple with white center. Mid- to late May. 
ABCDEF. ; : 

GALLANT (PI 163866). Bush habit very dense and twiggy, 
but probably making bush up to 4 feet. Leaves dark 
green, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very abundant, 
24% in. across, a creamy white with very few small red 
flakes. Mid-May. ABCDEF. ‘ 

GAWAIN (PI 182875). Bush broad spreading, densely 
twigged to ground, to 5 feet. Leaves rather narrow, dull 
medium green, almost deciduous with some autumn 
coloring. Flowers usually 1 to 2 in head, very freely 
produced, 2% to 3 in. across, lavender with a blotch of 
dark purple A-shaped marks on upper lobe. Very dis- 
tinct. Early to mid-May. ABCD. ; ; 

GEISHA (PI 141774). Tall, erect to spreading habit, but 
not over 6 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowering 
abundant, 2 to 4 flowers in head, often massed, 1% to 2 
in. across, white with chartreuse blotch, flaked and striped 
with Livid Purple. Mid-April. ABCDEFGHIJKLMN. 

GLACIER (PI 160073). Vigorous, erect to spreading growth 
up to 5 feet, with very handsome lustrous, dark green 
leaves. Flowers usually borne 2 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. 
across, shining white with a faint green tone. Late 
April. ABCDEFG. : 

GLADIATOR (PI 160024). Strong growing, rather upright 
with dense, heavy twigs in time. Foliage heavy, leaves 
dark green up to 2% in. long. Flowers 3 to 4 in head, 
heads often clustered, 1% in. across, Nopal Red with 
blotch of dots of Bordeaux that makes flower carry as 
very deep Bordeaux Red; striking. Mid-April. ABCDEF. 

GLAMOUR (PI 141908). Erect to broad spreading, to 5 
feet. Leaves narrow, dark green. Flowers usually i to 3 
in head, very freely produced. Color a very brilliant 
Rose Red. Mid-April to early May. ABCDEFGHI. 

GLEE (PI 163881). Bush habit somewhat like that of R. 
mucronatum, probably up to 5 feet. Leaves medium to 
dark green. Propagated from a branch sport on the 
original seedling; striped and flaked Mallow Purple, very 
faint Chartreuse blotch. Late April. ABCDEFG. 

GNOME (PI 163861). Bush dense, twiggy, but probably in 
time up to 4 feet in height. Leaves dark green, glossy. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2% in. across, white, green 
blotch, striped Eugenia Red. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

GOBLIN (PI 163974). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably in time to 5 feet. Leaves dark green, glossy. 
Flowers very freely, blooms of fine substances, 2 to 4 in 
head, 2 in. across, white, flaked and striped Eugenia Red. 
Cut out any branch producing solid red flowers. More 
brilliant than Madcap. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

GORGEOUS (PI 160116). Erect ‘to spreading to 5 feet. 
Leaves broad, medium green, soft, somewhat rough 
hairy. Flowers 3 to 4 in head, over 4 in. across, flat 
faced, very showy, a little paler than Begonia Rose with 
heavy blotch extending to all three upper lobes, made 
up of clean A-shaped mark of Rose Red. Mid-season. 
ABCDEF. 

GRACE FREEMAN (PI 202128). Bush with habit Ob Et. 
mucronatum but more densely branched. The leaves are 
similar but heavier in character, evergreen. Flowers 3% 
to 4 in. across, 2 to 4 in head, pale La France Pink 
with a few slightly darker spots on blotch area. Mid- 
May. Available 1955. 

GRACIOUS (PI 160028). Erect to eventually over-arching 
habit to 5 feet. Leaves heavy, dark green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 6 in head, 2 in. across, between Tyrian Pink 
and Rose Color, blotch heavy Tyrian Rose; brighter than 
Evensong. Late April, early May. ABCDEF. 

GRANAT (PI 160091). Rather erect growth to 6 feet. 
Leaves medium green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 
2 in. across, a little brighter than Eugenia Red. Blotch 
large but not conspicuous, made up of many fine dots of 
Tyrian Rose. Early May. ABCDE. 

GRANDAM (PI 163981). Bush habit low and twiggy, pos- 
sibly reaching 3 feet in time. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, ruffled margins, 
white with very little sanding and a few stripes of 
Liseran Purple. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

GRANDEE (PI 160054). Bush habit broad spreading but 
up to 4 feet. Leaves dark green, somewhat like Kurumes. 
Flowers 2% in. across, 1 to 3 in head, heads often 
grouped, Geranium Pink with conspicuous blotch of 
distinct dots of Tyrian Rose. Early May. ABCDEFG. 

GREETING (PI 141901). Erect to broad spreading to 4 
feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers usually 1 to 2 in head, 
very freely produced, 1% to 2 in. across, margins of lobes 
ruffled, coral rose. Mid- to late April. ABCDEFGHIJK. 
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GRENADIER (PI 160105). Bush habit rather like that of 
R. Kaempferi. Leaves medium green, and tend towards 
semi-deciduous habit. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, heads 
often grouped, 1% to 2 in. across, near but a little 
lighter than Scarlet Red. Blotch of small dots of Pome- 
granate Purple is not conspicuous. Late April. ABCDE. 

GUERDON (PI 163779). Bush low and broad spreading, 
probably rot much over 2 feet. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, many with 
6 lobes, Light Mallow Purple, Tyrian Rose blotch, orange 
tube. Mid- to late May. ABCDE. 

GYPSY (PI 160058). Erect to somewhat spreading habit to 
8 feet. Leaves medium green, somewhat hairy. Flowers 
2 to 3 in head, 3 to 3% in. across, somewhat starry but 
very striking, between Mallow Purple and Light Mallow 
Purple. Late April. ABCDE. 

HARBINGER (PI 163794). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but probably not over 3 feet. Leaves dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, very brilliant color, 3 in. across, 
frilled margins, Rose Color with Tyrian Rose blotch, 
yellow tone at base of tube. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

HARLEQUIN (PI 163958). Bush habit broad spreading, 
but possibly up to 5 feet in time. Leaves dark green, 
glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, round with 
overlapping segments, white, flaked and striped with 
Phlox Purple. Early to mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

HELEN CLOSE (PI 163961). Bush habit very dense and 
twiggy, forming rounded crown as in florist’s azaleas, to 
4 feet. Leaves rather small, dark green. Flowers very 
abundant, 2 to 4 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white, very 
pale yellow blotch fading to pure white. Early to mid- 
May. ABCDEF. 

HELEN FOX (PI 163859). Bush dense and twiggy, rather - 
upright in habit, but probably will make up to 3 feet. 
Leaves medium green, dull. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 
2 to 2% in. across, much like those of Surprise but paler 
in effect. Margins irregularly white, flower lighter than 
Eugenia Pink, flushed Begonia Pink, blotch darker. Mid- 
May. ABCDE. 

HELEN GUNNING (PI 163967). Bush habit broad spread- 
ing, but probably up to 5 feet in height in time. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 2% in. across, 
flat faced, ruffled margins, white center, margins Tyrian 
Pink. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

HERALD (PI 163980). Bush habit broad spreading, pos- 
sibly to 5 feet in time. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, white with some Magenta 
stripes, but chiefly distinguished by the blotch of dull 
crimson dots on upper lobe and pale Phlox Purple flush 
over the flower face. Mid-May. ABCDEFGIJ. 

HOPEFUL (PI160016). Erect to eventually over-arching 
habit to 6 feet. Leaves small, pointed, dark green. 
Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, very regular in form, 
14% to 1% in. across, Rose Color, blotch inconspicuous. 
Late April, early May. ABCDEF. 

ILLUSION (PI 160018). Dense evergreen bush, upright to 
spreading to 4 feet. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 2% 
in. across, somewhat starry, Deep Rose Pink with Tyrian 
Rose blotch. Late April. ABCDEF. 

ISOLDE (PI 182869). Vigorous bush with ascending 
branches up to 7 feet. Leaves medium green, somewhat 
harsh. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, heads often grouped, 2 to 
2% in. across, a little more brilliant than Eugenia Red, 
large conspicuous blotch with ground color Pomegranate 
Purple and dots of Amaranth Purple. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

IVORY (PI 160060). Bush habit broad spreading to 5 feet. 
Leaves medium green, much like those of R. mucro- 
natum. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, heads sometimes grouped. 
The vertical dimension 4 in. is greater than width, 3 in.; 
pure white, no blotch. Late April. ABCDEFI. 

JAMBOREE (PI 160077). Erect, somewhat spreading habit 
to 5 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 
in head, 2 to 2% in. across. Color carries as a little 
lighter than Scarlet Red but is not as light as Rose 
Doree, blotch not conspicuous. Late April. ABCDEFG. 

JANET NOYES (PI 163965). Bush habit, compact and 
rather twiggy, but probably to 3 feet in time. Leaves 
dark green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2% in. across, Rose 
Color with Scarlet tube and throat; very floriferous and 
very brilliant. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

JEANNIN (PI 160137). Bush habit, wide spreading rather 
than upright, densely twiggy, but eventually up to 5 feet. 
Leaves medium to dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 
heads often clustered, freely produced, 1% to 2 in. across, 
Deep Rose Pink, Pomegranate Purple dots in blotch. 
Mid- to late April. ABCDEF. 

JESSICA (PI 163918). Spreading habit to 4 feet. Leaves 
dark green. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely produced, 3 
in. across, Deep Rose Pink, small blotch made up of few 
distinct dots of Tyrian Rose.

SERENADE (PI 160027). Erect to eventually over-arching 
growth to 6 feet. Leaves dark green, small. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 1% to 2 in. across, irregularly 
hose-in-hose, Old Rose of Ridgway, but garden effect is 
fine salmon pink, conspicuous blotch of Tyrian_Rose on 
three upper lobes. Late April, early May. ABCDEF. 

SERENITY (PI 182879). Bush spreading rather than tall 
but up to 5 feet. Leaves large, medium green, somewhat 
pubescent. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely produced, 2 to 
23%, in. across, rose pink. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

SHANNON (PI 163892). Bush upright to spreading, prob- 
ably not over 5 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 1 
to 3 in head, 2% in. across, pale rose pink. Mid-April. 
ABCDE. 

SHEILA (PI 160140). Erect with ascending branches, 
eventually forming a broad crown to 6 or 7 feet. Leaves 
medium green, not conspicuously hairy. Flowers 2 to 4 
in head, 3 to 3% in. across, abundantly produced, palest 
at center but deepening toward margins, nearest Ama- 
ranth Purple in center, almost to Tyrian Pink in 
margins; blotch not conspicuous. Late April. ABCDEF. 

SHIMMER (PI 163964). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably to 5 feet in height. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across,. white, sanded, 
flaked, striped Rose Color. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

SIGNAL (PI 160056). Upright to eventually over-arching 
growth to 5 feet. Fine dark green leaves. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, somewhat 
starry, Rose Color with conspicuous Tyrian Rose blotch; 
most effective when the plant matures. Mid- to late 
April. ABCDEF. 

SILVER CUP (PI 163773). Bush broad spreading but prob- 
ably not over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 
in head, 2% to 3% in. across, like a superb mucronatum 
with a few flakes of Light Amparo Purple. Mid- to late 
May. ABCDEF. 


SILVER LACE (PI 163788). Bush habit broad spreading, 
but probably not over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, a fine large white, 
green blotch, and very few True Purple stripes. Mid- to 
late May. ABCDEFG. 

SILVER MOON (PI 163845). Bush habit rather broad 
spreading, but not much over 5 feet tall. Leaves medium 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, white, frilled 
margins, chartreuse blotch. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

SIMPLICITY (PI 160059). Erect to wide-spreading bush to 
7 feet. Leaves medium green, somewhat hairy. Flowers 
usually 3 to 5 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, Mauvette 
washed Lilac, almost no blotch. Mid-April. ABCDEF. 

SLIGO (PI 163894). Bush rather erect, eventually up to 
about 7 feet. Foliage rather small, medium green. Flow- 
ers 1 to 4 in head, heads often grouped, very freely pro- 
duced, hose-in-hose. 114 in. across, pale rose. Early to 
mid-April. ABCDEF. 

SILVER MIST (PI 163883). Bush habit low and spreading, 
but probably up to 4 feet. Leaves medium green. Flow- 
ers 1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, white, lightly sanded 
and flaked, few stripes Pure Magenta. Mid-May. 
ABCDEF. 

SNOWCLAD (PI 163949). Bush habit broad_and spreading, 
but may reach up to 5 feet in height. Leaves medium 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3 to 3% in. across, 
ruffled margins, white with chartreuse blotch. Mid-May 
to later. ABCDEFGIJ. 
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SNOWSCAPE (PI 163932). Erect growth with broad spread- 
ing top when mature, to 6 feet. Leaves green, rather 
narrow and pointed. Flowers generally 3 to 5 in head, 
rather trumpet shaped, 2 in. across, greenish white, no 
blotch. Late midseason after most whites have passed. 
End of May. ABCDE. 

SNOW WREATH (PI 163882). Bush habit rather low and 
spreading but somewhat like that of R. mucronatum. 
Leaves medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3% in. 
across, pure white with faint chartreuse blotch. Mid- 
May. ABCDE. ° 

SONATA (PI 163947). Bush habit, broad spreading and 
perhaps to 5 feet in height. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% in. across, ruffled white, 
lightly sanded and with a few stripes from Phlox Purple 
to true Purple. Early to mid-May. ABCDEFGIJ. 

SORCERER (PI 163828). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, very twiggy, but probably not over 4 feet. Leaves 
dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, white 
Sanded and striped with Rosolane Purple. Mid-May. 
ABCDE. : 

SOUVENIR (PI160015). Erect to finally over-arching 
growth to 5 feet. Fine dark green foliage. Flowers 
usually 2 to 4 in head, 1% in. across, irregular] hose-in- 
hose, Eosin Pink with Begonia Rose blotch t at gives 
deeper tone to the salmon pink effect. Late April. 
ABCDEFG. 

SPANGLES (PI 163858). Bush dense and twiggy, probably 
up to 4 feet. Leaves dark green, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 
in head, 3 in. across, white with Light Scarlet flakes. 
Mid-May. ABCDE. 

SPRITE (PI 163929). Very vigorous and somewhat spread- 
ing habit, up to 5 feet. Leaves medium green and 
Slightly hairy. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head 2% to 3 
in. across, somewhat starry, in color Mallow Pink 
lightly shaded toward margins with Light Mallow Purple. 
The blotch is made up of fine dots of Tyrian Pink that 
give a bright tint to flower. Mid-April. ABCDEF. 

STAMPEDE (PI 160129). Erect and somewhat spreadin 
srowth to 5 feet. Leaves small, dark green. Flowers 
to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, Rose Doree, dots of 
Pomegranate Purple in blotch. May. ABCDE. 

STARDUST (PI 141771). Broad spreading habit when ma- 
ture, to 6 feet. Leaves dark green, semi-evergreen. Flow- 
ering abundant, 2 to 4 in head, often grouped, 2 to 24% 
in. across, white with very few purple flakes. General 
garden effect that of a white Kaempferi. Mid- to late 
April. ABCDEFGIJ. 

STERLING (PI 163903). Broad spreading habit, probably 
to not over 2 feet. Leaves dark green, shining. Flowers 
1 to 2 in head, freely produced, 3 in. or more across, 
somewhat starry as compared to its fellow, Deep Rose 
Pink, the small blotch made up of fine dots of Tyrian 
Rose. Late May, early June. ABCDEF. 

STUNNER (PI 163912). Spreading growth with somewhat 
ascending branches to 3 feet. Leaves medium green. 
Flowers usually 1 to 2 in head, 3 in. across, very rounded 
with broad lobes, flat, carries as a salmon pink, but is 
Deep Rose Pink of Ridgway with faint yellow undertone; 
blotch not showy. Late May, early June. ABCDEF. 

SURPRISE (PI 163857). Bush dense and twiggy, rather 
upright but possibly may make 3 feet in time. Leaves 
medium green, dull. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% to 8 in. 
across, ground color Eugenia Pink flushed with Nopal 
Red, margins irregular, white. Mid-May. (Not yet 
released. ) 

SUSANNAH (PI 163846). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, but not much over 5 feet tall. Leaves medium 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% in. across, white with 
broad Mallow Purple edges. Mid-May. ABC. 

SUWANEE (PI 160139). Erect to somewhat spreadin 
habit to 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers usually 
to 3 in head, 3 in. across, Rose Pink, dots in blotch area 

-Shaped, distinct and showy, Tyrian Rose. More bril- 
liant than Revery. Late April. ABCDEFG. 

SWAGGER (PI 163860). Bush dense and twiggy, but prob- 
ably up to 4 feet in height. Leaves dark green, glossy. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2% in. across, white sanded and 
striped with Jasper Red. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

SWANSONG (PI 163854). Bush habit dense and twiggy, 
rather dwarf, but probably up to 3 feet. Leaves dark 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3% to 4 in. across, white 
with yellow blotch. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

SWASHBUCKLER (PE 160080). Vigorous, upright to 
spreading habit. to 5 feet. Leaves narrow, dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 2 to 2%4 in. across, Rose Doree, 
heavy blotch of Spectrum Red, stamens and pistil red. 
Early May. ABCDE. 
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TAFFETA (PI 163829). Bush habit rather broad spread- 
ing, very twiggy, but probably not over 4 feet. Leaves 
dark green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, 
frilled, white sanded and striped Rosolane Purple. Mid- 
May. ABCDEFG. 

TALISMAN (PI 163864). Bush habit very dense and twiggy, 
but probably making bush to 4 feet. Leaves dark 
green, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very abundant, 
21% in. across, pure white with no blotch, but sanding 
and stripes of Eugenia Red. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

TANAGER (PI 141907). Erect to broad spreading up to 5 
feet. Leaves narrow, dark green. Flowers usually 1 to 
3 in head, very freely produced; a brilliant red with 
dark blotch on upper lobe, much like Picador but later 
and better. Early May. ABCDEFGIUJ. 

TANGO (PI 160064). Very erect with ascending branches 
but eventually a fine shrub up to 7 feet. Leaves broadly 
ovate. Flowers 2 to 3 in head, 3 in. across or more. 
Striking color pattern; lower part of flower Eosin Pink 
with salmon shadings; upper three lobes between Deep 
Rose Pink and Rose Color with heavy blotch made up 
of A-shaped dots of Pomegranate Purple. Mid-April. 
ABCDEF. 

TARTAR (PI 182863). Bush wide spreading but up to 5 
feet in time with ascending branches. Leaves rather 
small, medium green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, hose-in- 
hose, heads often clustered, freely produced, 2 in. across, 
Light Jasper Red, blotch not showy but of Pomegranate 
Purple dots. ABCDEF. 

TEMPLAR (PI 160130). Erect to wide spreading, bushy 
habit, to 6 feet. Leaves narrow to long, semi-deciduous. 
Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, wide 
spreading, well imbricated, almost white at base of tube, 
Light Mallow Purple, blotch Rhodamine Purple, but not 
showy. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

TEMPTATION (PI 182860). Bush spreading rather than 
tall, but probably up to 5 feet. Leaves large, medium 
green, somewhat pubescent. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, 
freely produced, 2 to 2% in. across, Amaranth Pink, 
darker at tips of petals (Tyrian Pink); few Tyrian Rose 
dots, mostly on upper petals. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

TERESA (PI 163952). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
probably not over 4 feet. Leaves medium dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 2% in. across, 2 to 4 in head. Top half of 
three upper petals Amaranth Pink, bottom half and two 
lower petals pale Amaranth Pink. All petals flaked and 
striped light Rosolane Purple with white stripes around 
margins; heavy blotch of Pomegranate Purple. Mid-May. 
Available 1955. 

THISBE (PI 160025). Bush habit, broad and over-arching 
to 5 feet. Leaves narrow, dark green, glossy. Flowers 2 
to 4 in head, often grouped 1 to 1% in. across, somewhat 
irregularly hose-in-hose. Geranium Pink with blotch of 
Begonia Pink. Late April, early May. ABCDEFG. 

TOKAY (PI160011). Vigorous, erect growth, eventually 
filling in, to 8 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
usually 2 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, between Rose 
Pink and Deep Rose Pink, blotch Rose Color, with 
brownish overtone. Plant does not make good display 
until fully mature. Mid-April. ABCDEF. 

TOKEN (PI 163814). Bush habit very compact and twiggy, 
probably not over 4 feet. Leaves small, dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 3 in. across, Eugenia Red, very 
heavy Amaranth Purple blotch; color sunburns a little 
if planted in open. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

TOMBOY (PI 163841). Bush habit very compact and dense, 
but gradually building up to perhaps 5 feet. Leaves 
deep green, glossy. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, abundant, 
2 in. across, white, yellow blotch, striped _and heavily 
sanded with Eugenia Red. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

TREASURE (PI 160125). Vigorous growth more or less 
like that of Rhododendron mucronatum but more spread- 
ing and with more and heavier, darker leaves. The flow- 
ers are usually 2 to 3 in head, 3% to 4% in. across. The 
developing buds are tinted with pale pink (Cameo Pink) 
but this fades out as the flower opens, leaving only a 
suggestion of pink on the margins of the lobes and in 
the blotch. Should replace R. mucronatum (Azalea in- 
dica alba) in most plantings. Middle to end of April. 
ABCDEFGIJKL. 

TRILBY (PI 141906). Broad spreading but somewhat 
ascending branches to 5 feet. Leaves medium green, 
somewhat hairy. Flowers usually 1 to 3 in head, freely 
produced, 2% to 3 in. across, Amaranth Pink, the blotch 
of Rose Color dots not very showy. Somewhat like 
Revery. Late April. ABCDEFGIJ. 

TRINKET (PI 163777). Bush broad spreading, but prob- 
ably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green, rather nar- 
rower than most and somewhat shining. Flowers 1 to 3 
in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white with few flakes of Pale 
Amaranth Pink. Mid- to late May. ABCDE. 
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TROPHY (PI 163820). Bush habit broad spreading, but 
probably not over 4 feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers 
1 to 3 in head, 3 to 3% in. across, Pale Mallow Pink, the 
showy blotch made up of clear Tyrian Rose dots. Mid- 
May. ABCDEFG. 

TROUBADOR (PI 160005). Vigorous, erect, somewhat open 
growth to 8 feet, with medium size, light green leaves. 
Flowers usually 3 in a_ head, 2 in. across, very well 
Shaped with imbricated lobes, almost pure Rose Doree, 
with very few dots in the small blotch, Tyrian Rose. 
Carries as a salmon pink. Mid-April. ABCDEF. : 

TROUPER (PI 160121). Typical Kurume in all details of 
srowth and foliage. Flowers single, 2 to 4 in head, 14 
to 1% in. across, practically a Nopal Red self as the few 
dots of Tyrian Rose in the blotch area are not showy. 
Early to mid-April. ABCDEF. 

TROUSSEAU (PI 163849). Bush habit rather broad-open 
spreading, but probably not much over 4 feet. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, 
frilled, white with chartreuse blotch, a very few stripes 
of Spinel Pink. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

TWINKLES (PI 160108). Bush with rather broad spread- 
ing habit to 5 feet. Leaves dark green, rather long and 
narrow. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, 2 in. across, somewhat 
Starry, Rose Color to a little lighter, slight yellow suf- 
fusion at base of tube, blotch small and not showy, made 
up of dots of Tyrian Rose. Late April. ABCDE. 

UNDINE (PI 160087). Bush spreading rather than tall, but 
probably to 5 feet in time. Leaves small, dark green. 
Flowers 2 to 2% in. across, 2 to 3 in head, white with 
small green dots making up the blotch on upper three 
lobes. Mid-May. Available 1955. 

VALKYRIE (PI 160057). Somewhat spreading up to 5 feet. 
Leaves medium to dark green. Flowers usual y 2 to 3 in 
head, 3 in. across, almost self Mallow Purple, slightly 
deeper at margins. Late April. ABCDEFG. 

VANGUARD (PI 163863). Bush habit very dense and 
twiggy, but probably up to 4 feet in height. Leaves dark 
green, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very abundant, 
2% in. across, white, blotch yellow; stripes and sanding 
of Old Rose. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

VANITY (PI 160030). Bush erect to eventually over-arching, 
to 5 feet. Leaves dark green, narrow, shining. Flowers 
1 to 2 in head, heads sometimes grouped, single, 11% to 
1% in. across, somewhat starry, Deep Rose Pink, the 
Rose Color blotch not conspicuous. Mid-season, after 
Kurumes, late April, early May. ABCDEF. 

VELVET (PI 160134). Very erect habit with ascending 
branches but eventually ‘a well filled bush to 6 feet. 
Leaves medium green, narrow, pointed. Flowers rather 
bell shaped, 2 to 3 in head, sometimes clustered, very 
brilliant in effect, Begonia Rose with conspicuous blotch 
of Rose Red, anthers almost biack. Late April. ABCDE. 

VESPERS (PI 163848). Bush habit rather broad spreading, 
but probably not much higher than 5 feet. Leaves 
medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, 
frilled, white, chartreuse throat; only an occasional 
flower with Mallow Purple stripes. Mid-May. ABCDEFG. 

VESTAL (PI 163833). Bush habit, broad or wide spreading 
but up to 4 feet in time. Leaves dark green. Flowers 
very freely produced, 1 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, 
white with chartreuse blotch. There is some tendency to- 
ward the production of petaloid stamens so the plants 
must be watched for semi-double or double sports. Mid- 
May. AGHI. 

VETERAN (PI 163889). Broad Spreading rather than up- 
right. Leaves medium green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 
2% to 3 in. across, Light Rosolane Purple, blotch of 
Mallow Purple dots. Through May. ABCDE. 

VIKING (PI 160128). Typical broad spreading hybrid of 
R. poukhanense with similar, semi-deciduous foliage. 
Flowers 2 to 3 in head, freely produced, 2% to 2% in. 
across, Of very beautiful form, broad imbricated lobes, 
Light Mallow Purple with small blotch of conspicuous 
dots of Rhodamine Purple. Mid-April. ABCDEF. 

VINTAGE (PI 160072). Vigorous, rather wide spreading 
growth to 4 feet. Leaves rather broad, glossy, dark 
green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, 
rounded and well imbricated, Pale Rosolane Purple, no 
blotch. Late April. ABCDEF. 

VIOLETTA (PI 160079). Erect to wide spreading to 4 feet. 
Leaves fine dark green. Flowers usually 2 to 3 in head, 
2 to 24% in. across, Light Mallow Purple, blotch Rhoda- 
mine Purple. Mid-April. ABCDE. 

VISION (PI 160050). Erect to wide spreading to 8 feet. 
Leaves medium green, somewhat hairy. Flowers usually 
2 to 3 in head, 3 in. across, very brilliant Tyrian Pink, 
eae paler in center, few dots in blotch. Mid-April. 
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VOLCAN (PI 160061). Erect with gradually spreading top 
to 5 feet. Leaves medium yellowish green. Flowers 3 to 
4 in head, 1% to 2 in. across, between Liseran Purple 
and Magenta but brighter than that in appearance. 
Blotch not conspicuous but definite; dots a little brighter 
than Aster Purple but not as bright as Rhodamine Pink. 
Mid-season. ABCDEF. 

WANDERER (PI 16004). Bush spreading rather than tall, 
to probably 5 feet in time. Leaves small, dark green. 
Flowers 2% in. across, 2 to 3 in head, somewhat starry in 
outline, deep Rose Pink with heavy blotch of Amaranth 
Purple dots. Early to Mid-May. Available 1955. 

WARRIOR (PI 160101). Strong, rather erect, growing to 7 
feet. Leaves medium green. Flowers usually 3 to 5 in 
head, 2 in. across, somewhat ‘‘hooded,’’ Mallow Purple; 
blotch Rose Red covering upper lobe and part of two 
adjoining lobes gives great warmth. Late April. ABCDE. 

WAVELET (PI 163951). Bush habit broad and spreading, 
but may reach up to 5 feet in height. Leaves medium 
green. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2% in., but rather more 
broad shaped than many, white with yellow blotch. For 
garden effect this is an excellent but much later counter- 
part of R. mucronatum. Mid-May to later. ABCDEFGIJ. 

WELCOME (PI 163886). Bush habit broad spreading, pos- 
sibly in time up to 5 feet. Leaves medium green. Flow- 
ers 1 to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, Mallow Pink 
shading to Amaranth Pink in center of petals; white in 
throat of flower on four lower petals, Tyrian Rose dots 
in blotch. There are occasional sports that show whitish 
centers. Mid- to late May. ABCDEF 

WHIMSICAL (PI 163878). Broad, spreading habit, but 
perhaps up to 4 feet. Leaves dark green, somewhat 
rough. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, white with 
very little chartreuse in blotch area and flakes of Phlox 
Purple. Mid- to late May. ABCDEFG. 

WHIRLWIND  (PI160019). Upright, broad spreading 
growth to 5 feet. Hose-in-hose, free flowering. Descrip- 
tion of color later. Late April. ABCDEF. 

WILDFIRE (PI 163984). Spreading rather than upright 
growth, probably to 3 feet. Leaves small, dark green. 
Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 2 to 2% in. across, margins of 
corolla lobes ruffled, between Rose Doree and Scarlet 
Red, base of tube almost white, few dots of Tyrian Rose 
in blotch area. Mid-May. ABCDEF. 

WINEDROP (PI 163775). Bush broad spreading, but prob- 
ably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 to 
3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white sanded and striped 
with Phlox Purple. Mid- to late May. ABCDEF. 

WINNER (PI 160023). Habit dense, erect and spreading to 
eventually overarching, to 5 feet. Leaves small, dark 
green and shining. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, 1% to 2 in. 
across, heads often grouped, freely produced, hose-in- 
hose, Rose Color, Amaranth Purple dots in blotch. Late 
April. ABCDEF. 

WISDOM (PI 163887). Bush habit dense and twiggy, but 
possibly in time up to 4 feet. Leaves dark green. Flow- 
ers 1 to 3 in head, 2 in. across, pure white with char- 
treuse blotch, brown anthers. Flowers have very heavy 
substance. Mid- to late May. ABCDEF. 

WITCHERY (PI 182880). Bush spreading rather than 
tall but up to 5 feet. Leaves large, medium green, some- 
what pubescent. Flowers 1 to 2 in head, freely pro- 
duced, 2 to 2% in. across, clear pink. Mid-April. 
ABCDEF. 

YEOMAN (PI 163865). Bush habit very dense and twiggy, 
but probably making bush up to 4 feet. Leaves dark 
green, glossy. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very abundant, 
2% in. across, white, wide chartreuse blotch, stripings 
almost Eugenia Red. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

YOUTH (PI 163966). Bush rather like that of an excellent 
R. mucronatum, spreading rather than tall, but up to 5 
feet. Leaves medium to dark green, only somewhat 
pubescent. Flowers 1 to 3 in head, freely produced, 2 in. 
across, Liseran Purple with very little dotting in the 
blotch area. Late May. ABCDEFG. 

ZEALOT (Pi 163813). Bush habit compact, erect to 4 feet. 
Leaves small, dark green. Flowers 2 to 4 in head, very 
abundant, 2 in. across, Tyrian Pink, heavy Tyrian Rose 
blotch. Showy. Mid-May. ABCDE. 

ZEPHYR (PI163776). Bush broad spreading, but prob- 
ably never over 5 feet. Leaves dark green. Flowers 1 
to 3 in head, 2% to 3 in. across, white with a great 
variation in the number of flakes of Light Mallow Pink, 
some sanding.

CULTURAL HINTS ON AZALEAS 


For excellent results, azaleas should be planted in pre- 
pared leaf-compost. This can be secured from a wood area 
where oak trees are growing. Remove the loose dry leaves 
first, then gather the first two inches of old rotted leaves 
and soil, mixing well as handled. When planting, dig hole 
large enough so that this compost can be placed to a depth 
of 4 inches beneath the ball and 8 inches wide around the 
ball. 

Azaleas grow best and flower heaviest in sun. Light 
partial shade area is alright. Heavy shaded areas create 
a leggy growth and fewer flowers. A protection of cut 
pine or cut honeysuckle, placed over the entire plant dur- 
ing the winter, will protect flower buds from freezing and 
keep the leaves a good green. Mulch with leaves but never 
with manure of any kind. 

Azaleas respond readily to pruning. This should be done 
immediately after the flowering, never later than June 10th 
to 15th if flowers are to be assured the following spring. 
They can be cut back to hard wood and will send out new 
shoots all along the stems, making a fine bushy plant, 
rather than a leggy plant, which generally happens if no 
pruning is done. 

When azaleas show a yellowing or off coloring of the 
leaves, spray the entire plant, thoroughly soaking the 
leaves, with ‘‘Ferros-Sulphate,”’ using 1% oz. F. S. to each 
3 gallons of water. This can be applied any time during 
the growing season, soaking the leaves until they drip. 
Follow within a few days with a feeding of cotton-seed- 
meal, 2 full tablespoons to each plant, working this into 
the top surface with the fingers. Water well after. 
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CAMELLIAS sasanqua 


The sasanqua Camellias start to bloom in fall, from 
mid-September through December, or when real hard 
freezing occurs. Here in Maryland they are perfectly 
hardy, and we believe if given a little protection they can 
be successfully grown farther north. 

They desire morning sun, but should have partial shade 
during the afternoon. Soil should be a good loam, with 
rotted oak-leaf compost added generously, and fed with a 
good complete fertilizer suitable for azaleas and rhodo- 
dendrons. They dislike north and westerly winds, there- 
fore, they should be planted in a position that is sheltered, 
facing east or southeast. Spring planting is best and this 
can be done anytime from April 1st to May 15th. Fall 
planting can be successfully done, and this should be early 
in mid-September through to mid-October for best results. 
A mulch should be placed around them during the winter 
to allow the small white roots to continue growing, and 
this mulch will also keep the roots from heavy freezing 
during the winter months.

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While all the deciduous Hollies are besa hardy and 
can be grown fairly far north, you will note that we have 
called attention to several varieties and species of the 
evergreen Hollies which must have protection in areas 
where the winters are cold; also, some that can be safely 
grown only in warm areas. 

The English Hollies, those of the Aquifolium group, can 
be grown in fairly cold areas once they are established. 
When small they should have protection during the winters 
until they have gained some size, then they seem to pick 
up sturdiness, enabling them to withstand much cold. In 
order to help them gain the sturdiness they need, soil 
should be prepared for planting them in, and this should 
be a well-rotted compost of oak leaves. They desire to be 
fed, and old rotted cow manure is hard to beat. It helps 
them to develop large foliage, a deeper green, or brighter 
color, growth becomes stronger, and fruit sets heavier. It 
is always well to have a male plant of the species nearby, 
because then the pollen can be carried quickly by bees, 
from the male to the female flowers, and fruiting becomes 
abundant. : 

Given the attention they need, they pay well with de- 
velopment of fine specimen trees. 


CULTURAL HINTS ON RHODODENDRONS 


SOIL: Rhododendrons require an acid soil that is well 
drained. A generous application of peat of well- 
decayed leaves scattered on the bed before spading 
will provide a friable compost for the hairlike roots 
and also assist in keeping the soil acid. 

PLANTING: Rhododendrons are essentially surface root- 
ers: therefore, plant them so that the top of the 
root ball is barely one inch below the soil level. 
Dig a hole several inches in excess of the ball’s 
depth and width, fill in around the ball with equal 
parts of peat and loam, tamp with a shovel handle 
to prevent undue settling and water thoroughly. In 
a heavy clay, we advise that the soil be removed to 
at least twice the diameter of the ball’s width and 
replaced with a silty loam. 

MULCHING: After planting, mulch with two or three 
inches of peat or decayed leaves. It protects the 
roots from drying out, it helps conserve moisture 
during the summer heat, and it ultimately becomes 
a staat of food available to the surface-feeding 
roots. 

WATERING: During warm summer days the plants appre- 
ciate overhead sprinkling night and morning to 
reduce the evaporation rate on leaf surfaces. They 
imbibe water in quantity during the growing sea- 
son, but overwatering is disastrous if the soil has 
been insufficiently lightened and water accumulates 
about the root system. The question of adequate 
drainage cannot be too strongly emphasized. A 
minimum of water is required during the dormant 
period which occurs in late fall. 

SHELTER: Partial shade and protection from cutting 
winds is essential. Dense overhead shade is not to 
be recommended because a certain amount of sun- 
light is necessary to ripen the wood in order that 
flower buds may be formed and also to prevent the 
plant from becoming leggy and drawn. 

AFTER FLOWERING: Remove all faded blooms from the 
plants to prevent the formation of seed pods. This 
will conserve the plant’s strength and help promote 
sturdy new growth.

CULTURAL HINTS ON BOXWOOD 


Boxwoods thrive very well in partial shade and prefer 
not to be fully exposed to hot sun. They like leaf compost 
about their roots and are good feeders. Very well rotted 
cow manure is good, and raw bone-meal seems to keep 
them sturdy. They do not like to become dry about the 
roots though they should never be planted in a remaining 
wet spot. 

Lime and sulphur, ‘‘one gallon to 50 gallons of water,”’ 
sprayed over the entire plant in June, will control both red 
spider and boxwood wilt. Both of these can kill boxwood 
in a very short time. DDT will control box-leaf minor and 
ves State Entomologist can best advise how to use the 

DT: 


Cut honeysuckle placed over and around boxwood in 
late fall will protect the box during the winter. This per- 
mits the air to circulate through the box, yet prevents the 
sun from shining on the foliage. Mulching should also 
be placed around the ground to keep roots from freezing. 
Remove the honeysuckle before new growth starts in 
spring.

LILACS 


Lilacs are favorites in our gardens. In spring, starting in 
April, they begin flowering and by selection of varieties 
and species, there is a continuation or prolonged succession 
of lilac flowering until early June. Two species, Micro- 
phylla and Potanini, even repeat with occasional flowers 
during the late summer. 

Lilacs can be planted either in the fall or early spring. 
Their requirements are simple, they like plenty of sun and 
light, they need soil that is free from any acid, well 
drained, though heavy enough to hold moisture. Feeding 
with old rotted cow manure and bone meal stimulates 
strong growth, good color and large flower heads, which 
is the best repellant against insects though only a very few 
are attracted by the lilac. Borers, which work in through 
the stem of the plant and into the heart, are the worse, 
and for this reason it is best to allow several shoots to 
grow from the base rather than just one. A stem infested 
with borers can be severed from the plant and the remain- 
ing stems will still provide a fairly good plant, while if the 
lilac is grown with only one stem allowed from the base 
to cut off this would provide you with no plant at ali 
until new shoots sprouted from the bottom, if at all. They 
like their roots cool so never plant them shallow and they 
feed from roots nearest the surface, therefore always apply 
food scratched into the surface and water well. They want 
plenty of water but make certain that it drains well for 
they will die in a position that is most always wet.

Among this group of plants, are some of our most at- 
tractive flowering and fruiting shrubs. Most all of them 
grow well in simple garden soil, and prefer some sunshine 
rather than dense shade, though a few of them grow well 
in wooded areas. 


There are a few that are tender, and these are noted so 
in the following list, but generally most all are very hardy 
and will stand full exposure. 


Some produce very fragrant flowers and are lovely, while 
others produce large handsome flowers without any 
fragrance. Not all are noted for their fruits, but in turn 
either give a handsome display of flowers, or their fall 
coloring of leaves make them well worth while. 


They require so little attention, except where they are 
tender, they should rate among our most leading plants 
for general use. We have divided them into two groups, 
first those that lose their leaves during winter, including 
those that are known as semi-evergreen because the leaves 
begin to fall during early winter, and second, those that 
retain their leaves during the entire winter.

ARSENIC OF LEAD, 1% Ibs. to 25 gallons of water, will 
control all chewing insects, that is, those insects which 
eat leaves and foliage. Example: In early spring the 
web-worm appear on flowering Crabs, etc. Spray foliage 
with above mixture for control. 

In late June, spray all Junipers, Retinosporas and other 
plants and trees that generally are attacked with bag- 
worm. Spray all foliage with above mixture. 

In August, spray flowering Cherries, Dogwoods, Oaks 
and other trees that are attacked with Fall web-worm. 
Spray all foliage with above mixture. 

NICOTINE OR BLACK LEAF 40, % pint to 50 gallons 
water (114 teaspoonfuls to one gallon) controls Aphis and 
several other sucking insects. For control of Red Spider, 
use high pressure of water, washing the plant clean. 
They are hard to control and kill otherwise. A spray 
mixture of 1 gal. (liquid form) Lime and Sulfur to 50 
gals. water controls Boxwood Wilt and at the same time 
generally kills the Red Spider. Boxwood Wilt is found 
on Boxwood branches that turn sickly in appearance and 
begin dying, sometimes killing the entire branch and 
eventually the whole plant. Use strong-pressure spray 
when applying control liquid, thoroughly soaking every 
leaf and all parts of stems and branches. 

BORDEAUX is considered one of the most efficient of the 
fungicides. Control of powdery-mildew, leaf-spot, and 
other fungi can be readily controlled by following in- 
structions carefully. For example: Powdery-mildew on 
the surface of lilac leaves. 

DORMANT OIL SPRAYS, applied on warm days during 
late winter, will control oyster-shell scale, scurfy scale 
and San Jose scale. 

BLACK LEAF 40, (4 pint) and C. P. O. (2 lbs.) to 25 gal. 
water, will control Lace-fly on Azaleas and Rhododen- 
drons. Lace-bug hatching occurs the latter part of May, 
spray just as hatching is about completed. Follow up 
during summer and early fall, when the second and 
possible third hatching occurs. Brush the leaves with 
hand and small fly will appear, letting you know that 
hatching has begun. 

PLANTS RESPOND TO CAREFUL FEEDING, and are 
handsome if care and attention is given them. The only 
chance they have is with your help. For general use, a 
complete fertilizer (4-8-12) should be applied to each 
plant. 

For Broad-leaf plants, such as Azaleas, Rhododendrons, 
ete., a prepared fertilizer especially for Broad-leaf plants 
(7-7-5) or nearest to this should be used. 

WATERING CAREFULLY is very necessary during dry 
weather. Make certain that the water penetrates to the 
very base of roots, as top watering during a dry spell 
will only burn the plant badly. Water must reach the 
deepest roots. Drill holes between roots with a bar and 
place nozzle of hose in the hole, leaving there until the 
ground is completely wet.

MULCHING AND PROTECTION DURING WINTER. Some 
plants must have protection during the winter. Shallow 
rooted plants must have a good mulch over the roots. 
(Rotted hardwood sawdust, ground corn-cobs, etc., are 
good for this purpose). This prevents the plant from 
lifting out of the ground during the freezing and thawing 
periods. If in doubt about the plant needing the mulch, 
then mulch and play safe. 

Tops often freeze or burn during the winter. Place a 
covering of cut honeysuckle, pine, spruce, etc. over the 
plant to shield from warm sun. Boxwood can be kept a 
handsome green if given this covering during the winter. 
Azalea flower buds are also protected against freezing 
if given this cover. 

Never use fresh manure for mulching as it will very 
likely cause damage around the base of the plant, also 
it is a harboring place for insects to store over winter. 
Use good old rotted manure if available. 


EARLY WINTER WATERING. Though late summer 
watering is discouraged because it stimulates a late soft 
growth on plants, it is extremely necessary that all plants 
go into the winter in a good moist condition. September, 
November and December are uSually on the dry side 
with only little rainfall; therefore, a heavy watering 
should be given plants sometime in late November or 
early December to make certain that they do not go into 
winter in a dry condition. Watering at this time will 
aN many plants that might otherwise die during the 
winter. 


PRUNING IS SIMPLE TO FOLLOW. During late winter, 
only prune back hard those plants that do not flower 
until summer and fall. Example: Vitex, Buddeleas, Al- 
theas, etc. 

All plants that flower during the spring should never 
be pruned until after they flower, then hard pruning can 
be done and new shoots for the following spring flowers 
will develop rapidly. Example: Forsythias, Spireas, 
Mock-orange, etc. 

Healthy plants are good to look at, and enjoy having. 
eae them healthy by giving them the little care they 
need.
